Applicant's Statement 

Under 37 CFR § 1.704(c), when calculating the PTA adjustment, particular circumstances 
are delineated that are considered to constitute a failure of the Applicant to engage in reasonable 
efforts to conclude processing or examination of an application and that result in a reduction of 
the period of PTA adjustment set forth in 37 CFR § 1.703. The specific circumstances, which 
are set out in subsections of 37 CFR § 1 .704(c), include in part, paragraph 3, which reads: 

(3) Abandonment of the application or late payment of the issue fee, in which 
case the period of adjustment set forth in §1.703 shall be reduced by the 
number of days, if any, beginning on the date of abandonment 
or the date after the date the issue fee was due and ending on the earlier of: 

(i) The date of mailing of the decision reviving the application or accepting 
late payment of the issue fee; or 

(ii) The date that is four months after the date the grantable petition to revive 
the application or accept late payment of the issue fee was filed; 
(emphases added) 

A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on March 28, 2006 in the above referenced 
application. Applicant subsequently filed a Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment 
under 7 CFR §1.181 that was entered on May 3 1 , 2006, which was then dismissed. Applicant 
further submitted a Petition for Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unavoidably 
under 7 CFR §1.1 3 7(A) that was entered on August 15, 2006 and subsequently accepted on 
November 21, 2006. Thus the time period as indicated under 37 CFR §1.704(c)(3)(i) begins on 
March 28, 2006 and ends on November 21, 2006, which amounts to 238 days. 

In view of these facts Applicant submits for review that the PTA may be reduced by the 
238 days under 37 CFR §1.704(c)(3)(i) .
